Hid for the State Fire Marshal has 
been invoked by local municipal au­ 
thorities charged with that duty. In 
one Indiana city, a property owner 
who had complied with an order of 
the Fire Marshal to remove a dilapi­ 
dated building, began to replace the 
old building by the erection 
of 
a 
frame shed within 
the 
tire 
limits. 
This constituted a violation of the 
city firey limits ordinance and in re­ 
sponse to a request from this city, 
the State department 
ordered 
the 
owner to tear off the frame siding 
and shingle roof on the new shed, 
and to replace 
these 
with 
metal. 
This second order, issued to secure 
compliance with the city ordinance, 
was obeyed by the owner. . .

In another recent ease involving 
the same situation, a property own 
er was in the process of erecting a 
frame garage inside tin* tire limits 
of the city, in the rear o f his mer­ 
cantile establishment. 
After inves­ 
tigation, the State Fire Marshal or 
derod the frame

building replaced with metal, w h i c h 
order was complied with by the own­ 


er. 
The State Fire Marshal law gives 
the department power to enforce the 
ordinance 
of the several cities and 
towns in Indiana dealing with the 
prevention ot tires and with the s£pr- 
age of combustibles and explosives. 
This power has been invoked to pro­ 
ton patrons of motion picture shows 
from the fire hazard connected with 
the handling of inflammable picture 
films. 
Failure to obey city fire ordi­ 


n a n c e s subjects the law 
violator to 
prosecution. 
In the

cases where 
ordinances being dis­ 
regarded it is necessary only to call 
the violation to the builder’s atten­ 
tion to secure compliance. 
In one Indiana city while three la­ 
borers were tearing down a building 
condemned by the Fire Marshal, a 
treasure box was uncovered 
con­ 
taining eighty 
silver 
dollars, 
all 
bearing the date of 18G5, a gold ring 
and two pennies 
This money amply 
paid for the work of removal of the 
dilapidated property. 
The only re­ 
gret attaching to the incident on the 
part of the Fire Marshal lies in the 
failure of his deputy to discover the 
money box while making the inspec­ 
tion.

Our citizens are murdered or out- 
raged and their property stolen or 
destroyed. 
The defacto government 


of Mexico is not only powerless to 
prevent these forays but we have ev- 
ery reason for the belief that the 
authorities are 
making no 
effort 


.whatever to check them. 


Every American city or town OH 


the border is in constant danger of 
invasion t>y the bandit followers oE 
the Mexico leaders. No home is safe 
from the destroyer, no 
feminine 


heart is ever devoid 
of constantly 


increasing fear of the brutal ravish'- 
er. 


Under these conditions the duty 


of the United States is clear. 


The citizens of our border states 


are our own people, they are our 
own flesh and blood, and their in- 
terests are our interssts.

The government of Mexico will do

That cities can "Secure assistance 


from the State of Indiana in the en- 
forcement of city fire prevention "or- 
dinances has hccu demonstrated in 
numerous eases recently in which 
aid for the State Fire 'Marshal has 
been invoked by local municipal 'au- 
thorities charged with that duty. In 
one Indiana city, a property owner 
who had cpmplied with an order of 
the Fire Marshal to remove a dilapi- 
dated building:, began to replace the 
old building by the erection 
of 
a 


frame sbed within the fire limits. 
•This constituted a violation of the 
city firov limits ordinance and in re- 
sponse to a request from this eity, 
the State department ordered 
the 


owner to teau off the frame siding 
and shingfe roof on the new shed, 
and to replace these with 
metal. 


^Tliis second order, issued to secure 
compliance with the city ordinance, 
was obeyed 'by the owner. . . 


In another recent case involving 


the same, situation, a property own- 
er was in the process of erecting a 
frame jjnrase inside the fire limits 
of (lie eity. in the rear of his mer- 
cantile establishment. 
After inves- 


tigation, (lie (State Fire Marshal or- 
dered the frame part of 
^he new 


building replaced with metal, which 
order was complied wiih by the own- 
er. 
' r" 


•The State Fire Marshal law,gj,ves 


the department power to enforce.the 
•ordinance of the several cities .and 
towns in Indiana dealing with;/the 
prevention of fires and wil'h the sfpr- 
asre of combustibles "-and explosives.. 
Tin's power has been invoked to pro- 
led patrons of motion picture shows 
from the fire hazard connected-with 
t'iie handling of inflammable picture 
films. Failure to obey city fire ordi- 
nances subjects the law violator to 
prosecution. 
In the 
majority , of 


cases where 
ordinances being dis- 


regarded it is necessary only to,call 
the violation to the builder's atten- 
tion to secure compliance. , 


In one Indiana city while three la- 


borers were tearing down a 'building 
condemned by the Fire Marshal, a 
treasure box was uncovered 
con- 


taining eighty silver 
dollars, all 


bearing the date of 1865, a gold ring 
and two pennies This money ajnply 
paid for the 'work of removal of the 
dilapidated property. 
The only re- 


gret attaching to the incident on the 
part of the Fire Marshal lies in the 
failure of his deputy to discover the 
money box while making the inspec- 
tion.
